It happens very frequently that even new floors which 
are subjected only to light traffic show a tendency to 
dust almost immediately. This may be caused by any 
of several conditions — the cement or sand used in mix- 
ing the floor may have been of inferior quality or may 
not have been properly mixed and applied. The cement 
may have set unduly fast so that crystallization oc- 
curred before the floor had been troweled — a flash "set" 
as it is called. On the contrary, it may have been so 
slow in setting that the smoothing of the floor by the 
trowel tended to break down and weaken the process 
of crystallization. Again the cement topping may have 
been laid on concrete that absorbed water, robbing the 
cement of the amount necessary for the proper chemical 
action. 

But whatever the case the mere presence of the concrete 
dust is a serious matter. Outside of the warning which 
it gives of a going-to-pieces floor, concrete dust is in- 
jurious to any type of machinery because of its abrasive 
effect. To the life of electrical equipment such as dyna-

mos, motors, transformers and the like, it is especially 
detrimental.

All cement floors shall be given three liberal treat- 
ments of TRUSCON AGATEX. 

L i. Condition of the Surface: 

The floor shall be free from all dust, dirt and oil, or 
other foreign matter that would retard the penetra- 
tion and absorption of the AGATEX into the 
pores of the surface. 

3. Application: 

The product as supplied shall be diluted with *water 

in the following proportions, and applied in liberal 

saturating coats with an ordinary broom. 

For the first application, use one part AGATEX and 

two parts water. 

For the second application, use one part AGATEX 

and one part of water. 

For the third application, use two parts AGATEX 

and one part of water. 

An interval of 24 hours shall be allowed between 

coats. 

One gallon of TRUSCON AGATEX will cover about 

100 square feet for three applications, depending on 

the porosity of the surface. 

*Best results will be obtained by using hot water.
